In the \ earlier part of tile week the 
lightning struck the stock barn, tearing 
a large hole in the walls and entering 
the barn, killed one of the prize cows 
in its stall. The cow was valued at 
$400. The damage to the bam. which 
was created by a freak bolt of light- 
ning was also large 

During the electrical storm of Friday 
a bolt of llghtnmg struck the grojind 
in the pasture near where two fine 
blooded heifera, both two years old 
were feeding. Both of the cows were 
instantly killed. It is stated that the 
effect of the lightning on the animata 
was horrible. Although it spent its 
force in a Hash, the bodies of the ani- 
mals were as completely scorched as if 
they had been held over a blazinar fire for 
hours. The searing of the muscles 
caused the 'Carcasses to be greatly dis- 
torted. The loss of the two animals 
was set at about $500. 

There are at present about 60 cows 
on, the farm. All of them of Guernsey 
breed., The array of cattle is one of 
the most valuable in the state of Il- 
linois.

Anarchisis Make Death Sure by Using Bomb and Pistol in Cap- 
ital of Bosnia— Siayer, Aware That Victim. Wore Shirt

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Sojraiovo, Uosnia, Junu 29.— Tho 
Archduke I^Vauz Fonlliinud, heir to tho 
throne of Auatria-HunRnry, and his 
morganatic wife, the Duchess of IIo- 
henberg, were aaeuBslnuteU while driv- 
ing ihrovigh the Btreotfl of tbls city yes- 
terday morning. 

Two attempts wero made on the 
Uvea or the royal party. A. bomb was 
thrown at their motor car, which -was 
wardoil off by tho archduke, and hla 
car passed before it exploded under 
the next car, which contained two of 
his aids, who were slightly injured. 

Later oa a man, suld to be u young 
Servian student, Hred two shots at the 
royal car. and tho archduke and the 
duchcsa were killed. 

With them at the time was the Rov- 
crnor of the city, who escaped injury. 
Tho bodies of his murdered compan- 
ions collapsfol across him and pro- 
tected him.

This adds another sad chapter to 
tho llfci of tho aged emperor, Francis 
Joseph, during whose reign many f^rim 
tragedies havo occurred. 

The Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and the Duchess of Hohenberg started 
out this morning In their automobllo 
to attend a reception In their honor at 
tiie town hall.

Assasiln a Good Marksman. 

After making the rounds of . the 

.own' hall, which occupied half ao 

r, the archduke and the duchcia 

fted for the garrison hoapltal to 

. Colonel Morlzzl, who hud -been 

n to the hospital la a carriage 
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or Uudolf street, a man named Gavrlo 
Prlnzlp, who was on the sidewalk, 
Hrod two pistol shots at the archduke 
and the duchess. 

Tho man, who was only a sliort dis- 
tance from the car, was a good marks- 
mnn. The first shot struck the duch- 
ess of Hohonberg low down on tho 
right side, while the second bullet hit 
tho archduke In the neck, near tho 
throat, and pierced the Jugular vein. 

Astaisln Well Coachod. 
The fact that the assassin aimed 
directly at the archduke's head leads 
the police to believe that tho killing 
Is tho result of a >yell planned plot. 
Francis Ferdinand always wore a bul- 
let-proof Jacket under hla outer gar- 
ments. Thia was supposed to bo a 
closely guarded secret known to only 
those within tho Immedlnto circle of 
the archduke. If this fact was not 
known to the assassin, the police be- 
lieve, he would havo aimed for tho 
body of hlB victim inatcnd of at the 
smaller target, the archduke's head. 

The duchesa became unconscIouB 
Immediately and fell across tho knees 
of her husbahd. Tho archduke lost 
consciousness in a few seconds after 
he was hit. 

Murder Result of Plot? 
Tho murders occurred with such 
rapidity that many persons near the 
scene did not oven hear the shots. 

According to some accounts, Prlnslp 
fired several shots, hut only two were 
effective. These witnesses said ho 
was hiding behind a house and dart- 
ed forth as tha.royal car passed. He 
actually climbed onto the car, accord- 
ing to one atory.'and the fact that no 
one stopped him la taken to Indicate 
that tho assassination was the result 
of a carefully planned conspiracy. 

Thla theory la supported by the 
fact that a few yards from tho scene 
of the actual assassination of the arch- 
duke and duchess an unexplodcd bomb 
was found. It had evidently been 
thrown away by a third assassin after 
he had seen tho success of the second 
attack on the royal couple. 

Prinzip was seized by police almost 
as soon as he had flred the fatal shots. 
Only protection by the officers pre- 
vented him from mobbing by the great, 
crowd which had collected. 

Tho assassins were Interrogated bj 
the police and both seemed to glory Ic 
thel" exploit. Prlnzlp said he had 
studied for a time at Belgrade. He 
declared he had long Intended to kill 
some eminent person; from Xatlonallst 
motives. ' - -'^ .- 

Ho was awaiting the archduke at s 
point where he knew the automobile 
would slacken speed, turning Intc 
Franz Josef strasso. Tho presence ol 
tho duchess In tho car caused him tc 
hesitate, but only for a moment. Thee 
hla nerve returned and he emptied lilt 
pistol at the Imperial pair. lie denlec 
that he had any aceompllces. 

Prlnzlp la eighteen years of age 
Nedeljo Gabrlnovlcs la twenty-one. He 
told the police he had obtained th( 
bomb from onarchlats at Belgrade 
whoae names ho did not knov/. He de 
nled also that he had accomplices, and 
treated the tragedy with cynical Indif 
ference. 

Warned Against Visit. 
The assassination took place durlni 
the first ofllclal visit of Archdukt 
Francis Ferdinand to Bosnia. Befort 
his departure from Vienna on Wednes 
day M. Jovauovltch, the Servian rain 
Ister to Austria-Hungary, called on the 
archduke and expreasod doubts as tc 
the wisdom oY his Journey. 

The mfnlster said the country was In 
a most turbulent condition and the 
Servian part of tho population might 
organize a hostile demonstration. He 
added that even If the arcliduke went 
hlmaelf he ought not to take hla wife, 
as Bosnia was no place for- women la 
Its present condition. 

As. a oTatter of fact, the people ol 
Sarayevo displayed Servian flags wheu 
the announcement w'aa made of the 
proposed visit of tho archduke and 
duchess and tho local authorities hM 
great dimcultyln removing theni be* 
fore the state entry of tho royal poxty. 
Anger Turni to Sorrow. 
Tho murder, however, changed this 
feeling to one of sorrow and regret, 
and antl-flervlan domoristrallons began. 
The crowds knelt In the streets and 
aang tlie national anthem. 

Throughout the day weeping women 
were to bo seen In groups, while great 
crowds surrounded tho spots whore 
the bomb exploded and where the 
fatal shots wero flred.

Thousands Made Homeless — Water 
Fails and Buildings Ara Dy- 
namited to Stop Fire. 

Salem, Mass.. Juno 2G.— This historic 
city of 43,000 population was swept by 
fire on Thursday. Almost tho entire city 
was destroyed. It is the greatest Amer- 
ican conflagration since tho Chelsea 
disaster In 1908. At midnight the great 
fire fighting force of nearly oae thou- 
sand men drawn from all the cities 
and towns within a radius ot liS miles 
was. helpless. The water supply gave 
out. .'',*■ 

Dynamite took tho place of water In 
the mad fight to check the flames. But 
this waa Ineffective. Tho center of the 
city waa swept away by raging flames. 
Fifteen thousand persons are home- 
less. The property loss will not be less 
than -ten million dollars and may great- 
ly exceed that figure. 

Untold horrors havo come io the 
wake of thla terrible calamity. Scorca 
have gone mad, driven Insane by the 
exceaslvo heat and the excitement. 
The mercury stood at 94 de'fereea when 
with a small explosion flro broke out 
In the leather factor>* In the manufac- 
turing section of tho city. Then came 
the first alarm, a second, a general and 
then tho calls for help to outside cities 
and towns, 

Fanned by a fresh gale from the 
northwest ihe fire apread. Carried a 
mile by flying embers, the Are broke 
out. in other section ot the city until 
at least three large sized conflagrations 
were raging in the city. 

Panic reigns In the city. The mlUtla. 
aided by nearly one thousand police- 
men from this and other cities, stand 
guard about the ruins, keeping off 
looters. 

The Salem hospital with a list of 200 
patients waa destroyed. Automobiles 
were used to remove the patients. Clar* 
ence Klrkland was In charge of the 
machines and bus already removed a 
dozen sick men and women.

Twenty-Seven Concerns Financed and 
Controlled by New York Corporation 
Will Nearly AM Go Into Hands of 
Receiver — Banks Will Escape Loss. 

New York. Juno 29.— II. B. Claflln 
company., the bankrupt firm. It waa 
learned, owes about $2,800,000 to 
manufacturers and denlers In dry 
goods and notions. This sum, added to 
tho $34,000,000 owed to banks on dis- 
count paper, makes tho total liabilities 
of tho firm V-^O.OOO.OOO. It should be 
said, however, that the Indebtedness 
ot $2,800,000 for merchnndlae pur- 
ch&scd Is not charged entirely against 
tho H. 11. Claflln company, but alto 
against the 27 stores controlled and 
financed by the corporation. 

Six of these stores, two of them 
In Brooklyn, went Into bankruptcy fol- 
lowing the failure of tho parent house. 
Others are going Into receiverships in 
various cities throughout the coun- 
try. A few ot the stores may be able 
to finance themselves, but the bank- 
ers most conversant with affairs of 
the Claflln concern say that this for- 
tunate condition applies to not moro 
than two or three of the establish- 
ments affected. ' 

Ttiough several ot the stores con- 
trolled by tho famous dry goods house 
havo followed the ClaQln company Into 
the hands of receivers, confldenco was 
expressed among business men here 
that the great Arm's financial sol- 
vency would bo ultimately eatabllahed. 
Predictions were mado that Its debts 
would be paid dollar for dollar and 
that It would resume Its place In the 
business world utter a reorganlia- 
lion. : 

Fears aroused by the fact that the 
paper ot the firm was scattered among 
3,000 banks, representing practically 
every city having 26,000 or more In- 
habitants, were partially relieved 
when It became known ' that the 
way In which the paper was scattered 
would probably prevent any wide- 
spread financial dlfllcultles. For many 
hours after the failure became known 
It waa feared that many of the banks 
would have to suspend.

Fever Lasted Long Time, 
"1 want to suggest thia to you: Busl- 
neaa hna been In a fevorUh and ap- 
prehenalve condition In thla country 
for more than ten years. I will not 
atop to point out the time at which 
it began to be apprehensive, but dur- 
ing more than ten, years bualneaa has 
been the object of aharp criticism in 
the United States. 

"UusInoHS men have acted as some 
men do who fear ihcy will have u^ 
undergo an operation, and who are not 
Buro thai when they get on the table 
the operation will not be a capital op- 
eration. M a matter of fact, as the 
diagnosis has progressed it has be- 
come more and more evident that no 
capital operation was nccosaary; that 
at tho moat a minor operation waa 
ncceaaary to remove admitted distem- 
per and evils. 

Guesftlng Unfair to Business. 
"There Is nothing more fatal to 
bualntiaa than to be Kept guoaHlug 
from month to month and' from year 
to year whether tomothlng serious 
is going to happen to It or not. and 
what In particular Is going to happen 
to It if anything does, 
, -The guoBsIng went on, the nlr was 
full of InterrobUtiou points tor ten 
years and moro. Then came an ad* 
ministration which for the first tlmo 
had a definite program ot conatructlve 
correction; not of destructive correc- 
tion, but of a constructive correction 
of admitted ovll— a clear program, dis- 
closed ao fur aa possible In a general 
program. In Ita particulars n? well 
aa In Us general featurea. And the 
administration proceeded to curry out 
this program. 

"First, there was the tariff and busi- 
ness shivered. 'Wo don't like to go 
In; tho water looks cold;' but when 
the tariff had he,en pasaed<lt waa found 
that the readjuatment waa poaalble 
' without any serloua disturbance what* 
over. So thal.men aald with a senne 
ot relief, 'Well, we are glad to get that 
behind ua and It wasn't bad after all.' 
Benefits of Currency Reform. 
"Then came, tho currency reform. 
You remember with what rcalatance, 
with v.hat criticism, with what aya- 
tomatlc holdlng'back a largo body of 
hankerp In thjfl country met the pro- 
posalfl of that'reform, and you know 
how, Immedlatbly after Its pabaage, 
they recognized' Itshenefit and Ita be- 
neficence, and how, ever alncti the pas- 
sage of that reform, bankers through- 
out the United Slates have been con- 
gratulating themselves. 
; *'Then wo advanced to the trust 
program, and pgain the same dread, 
the same hesitation, the same urgency 
that the thing should bo postponed. 
It will not bo iwslponed, and It will 
not he postponed because we aro tho 
friends of bualnesB."

During tho hoBtllltleB .which enaued 
thoro wore aevcral of the aignera of 
the Declaration made priaonors; men 
who tasted to tho full England's 
hatroda— Richard Stockton, Francis 
l^wla, Arthur MIddleton. Lyman Hall, 
' (.Joorgo Walton. Edward nutledge, 
Thomas Heyward and John Hart .were 
all among thoae who in the true aense 
of tho term became martyrs to the 
.I><KiIaratlon of Independence. 

Richard Stockton,' one of NewJer- 
«oy'n signers, perhaps moro than any 
of tlrt others, uuffered aa a reanlt of 
hlR. c<tnvlctIons. So great, in fact, were 
th(j nbuBCS heaped upon him that^con- 
grtjaa, hearing of them, sent word to 
Oeneral Howo that If the treatment ac- 
corded him were not moro humane he 
might oipcct all British soldlera cap- 
tured In tho future to be treated In 
like manner. 

Nearly fifty years of ago when he 
aignert tho Declaration, Richard Stock- 
ton waa In addition a delicate man. 
Toward tho end of 1770 Mr. Stockton 
roBUmod'hia seat in congreaa after 
having completed, a mission on which 
that. body, had sent him. . Shortly nfior 
his return^ihowovor. ho found it neces- 
«ary to lei^ve for homo to find a aafor 
phico for his family than hie Homo 
thon" airordod, aa It lay in tho path of 
tho onomy, who were ranking a trl- 
' umphai march through New Joraey. 
Ho reallMd 'that not only tho men 
thomsolvea' who algnod the Doclara-

Surrounding tho house at night* 
both Stockton and Covenhoven were 
surprised and captured by thia party. 
Dragged from their beds, atrlppcd and 
plundered of their poaacaalons, they 
were started to New York. Stockton, 
however, was first takep to Amboy 
and there thrown into the common 
"goal." There, deatituto and exposed, 
he was allowed to suffer from tlie ex- 
treme cold and want of sufficient pro- 
tection. Later, when taken to New 
York ho was again placed In a common 
Jail and aubjected to similar treatment. 
So great were hia sufferlnga that he 
contracted tho dlaeaao which reaultod 
in hla death not long afterward. 

Not only tho comforts, but the bare 
ncccssltlea of life were refused Stock- 
ton during his Imprlaonment in New 
York. At ono time ho waa left with 
absolutely no food for moro .than 24 
houra. and then given some which waa 
so coarse in quality, not to mention 
ftcanty in amount, that he would have 
been hotter off without It. 

Fortunately, however, word of hla 
treatment reached congreaa. A mea- 
aago waa Immediately aent General 
Howe, stating that he would either 
have to treai Stockton more humanely 
or expect retaliation. 

Such ill treatment aa Stockton en- 
dured in prison did not mako up the 
whole of hla aufferlngs at the hands 
of the British. While ho.woa thua 
confined hla property was plundered, 
hla poraonal papers burned, and hla 
fine library destroyed, aa were alao hla 
horaea and cattle. 

Whou peace finally provalledi Stock- 
ton returned home to find all in rulna, 
hta property deatroyed. ' hla finances 
wiped out. So great was hla poverty 
that he was forced to call upon friends 
to secure tho ncceasarloa of life for 
hlmaclf and family.' Thla statu of af- 
fairs ao depressed him him that his 
already delicate condition was further 
aggravated, and in February, 1781, ho 
died when but fifty-one years of age. 

Thomas Hnyward, Jr., waa another 
of the martyr**. In 177S he accepted a 
aeat on tho bench of the criminal and 
civil courta of South Carolina under 
the now government. Thla office was 
not without Us attendant danger. Tho 

On tho morning of Juno 8, 183D, tho 
Liberty bell, which for a century had 
been Iho city's greatest instrument 
for showing joy or grief, waa being 
tolled for Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall, 

On that occasion It was badly 
cracked. But, brolccn aa It was, the 
bell was afterward rung on groat oc- 
casions, although tho tones were but 
sorry reminders of -the once power- 
ful' sound. So it happened that 71 
years ago — Waahlngton'a birthday, 
1843— the old bell ' was once again 



Britlah lay In the vicinity of Charles' 
ton, and it waa In that city that tho 
Bcsalons were held. On ono occaalou 
Hayward' presided at the trial of aome 
persona, charged with treason. They 
wore convicted; of having held corre- 
spondence with^the onemy and. exe- 
cuted in full view of the Britlah lines. 

This act especially, led to Hey- 
ward's great dlafavor In the eyes of 
the BrltlshT At tho same time he was a 
Judge he held a military commlaslon 
and was iu active service. Command- 
ing a battalion of artillery, Heyward 
and Rutledge were together during the 
defense of Charleston. In one en- 
counter Heyward received a gunshot 
wound, the scar of which ho carried 
tho remainder of his life. 

Although in that engagement victory 
waa with the Americana, Charleaton 
waa destined to fall. Then Heyward, 
llko hla two compatriots, was taken 
prlaoner and sent to St. Augustine, 
where ho remained a year. During hla 
Imprlaonment hla plantation waa raid-, 
od and -hia slaves sent to Jamaica. 
Some were afterward reclaimed. 

Although not Intentional on the part 
of tho British, tho trip from St Augus- 
tine to Philadelphia camo near hoing 
the means of Heyward's death. Whilo 
on tho boat he In some way lost his 
balance and fell overboard. Straight- 
way vigorous efforts wore made for hla 
recovery, but the time consumed was 
so great that It was only by clinging 
to tho ship's rudder that he was tiaved 
from drowning. Upon returning home 
he was still further afflicted, thia time 
by the loaa of his wife. So dopreased 
waa he by all bis mlsfortunca that it 
waa a conaldorablo time before ho re- 
gained hla normal condition and waa 
able to fully discharge hla public du- 
ties. 

Although never captured, John 
Hart of New Jersey waa nevcrthelesa 
mado to feel the hatred England boro 
toward all tho aignera of tho Decla- 
ration. "Honeat John Hart." aa lie 
was called, waa another one of tho 
men who at th'o tlmo they indorsed 
the separation .of tho colonlea from 
England had nothing material to gain 
and much to lose. Hla farm, In Hun- 
terdon county, was largo, and hla 
home waa conalderated aa a "aeat of 
hospitality," but so situated that, in 
tho event of hostilities, It would bo 
open to the ravages of the enemy. 

This Mr. Hart realized when ho took 
hla stand, and later even moro fully 
appreciated.. When New Jersey ^\4a 
Invaded by tho English ho was one of 
the men particularly sought Hla 
family, by a timely and distant re- 
treat from their home, were saved 
personal violence, but he was forced 
to seek hiding. From ono house to 
another he went, not daring to stay 
moro than a single night under tho 
same roof. While thus trying to keep 
beyond the clutches of tho British his 
farm 'was destroyed, and hla atock. 
which was numeroua and valuable, 
bocamo the enemy's apoll. The per- 
sonal safety of hlmaelf and family waa 
asaurcd only by General Washington's 
BUcceaaful march upon Trenton, tho 
capturo of tho Hesalnna posted there 
and tho enforced retreat of tho. foe.

Mliincapolia, Minn.— The Shvaoh In- 
iani/la the. native of the Pacific coast 
6i)?WaahInBton to tlie aoulhcrn part 
'I>Ala«ka, H^ Is found mostly now- 
\,9*^lnyH on rcsm-vntlonB cither catab- 
Pvll^hcd by tho Uhitcd Stales or by Brit- 
lah governraonr. These reservations 
Invariably are/ located on aalt water, 
where the flaWlng ia good and whoro 
tho Indlanamn pursue their crafts as 
thoy did tuWore tho days of the white 
man. Fhrfilng and hunting— but most- 
ly flshl]^— form fhe chief occupations 
oC tho Indiana now as they did In the 
days of lohg ago. The aquawa make 
^considerable "pin" money weaving 
reed rugs, basketa and ornaments, 
which thoy dyo with aniline dyea in- 
stead ot dyes mado from berries and, 
roota. Thcae baakcta and ruga are 
sold to tho tourlfita who throng the 
coast during the summer. In Seattle, 
Vancouver. B. C, and Victoria, B. C, 
thcao Indians arc to be seen during 
the summer monlha squatting about 
tho aidcwalka with their wares spread 
out before them and a motley, dirty lot 
of littlo onca running about. Tho 
"chlefa" are to bo found on the streets, 
also, offering bows and arrows- and 
sundry other weapons which bring Joy 
to the boyish heart 

It haa been tho custom for the In- 
dians to record tho history of t^ielr 
chiefs and their tribe on "totem poles." 
These poles aro , nothing more than 
logs crudely cut Into grotesque figures, 
hideously i)aintcd. Real paint Is used 
now Instead of the coloring matter se- 
cured from' roots, berries and trees 
as In the old days. Thcae totem poles 
record Important eventa of the chief 
or tho tribe. Many of them are very 
interesting and very long. Sometlmea 
they measure fifty or acVenty-fivo feet 
In length. 

In the early days the Slwaah In- 
dians, as woll as tho other tribes of the 
Paolflc codat, wore very warlike.- They 
generally fought their battlea in huge 
war canoes or "dugouts." Moat of tho 
time of tho Slwash is spent on the wa- 
ter and to this ecientlsts ascribe tho

with flro extinguishers ot any kind,

Idea of their proper use; they have 
found furnnco pipes In baBcraenta so 
near the Joists and floors that the 
woodwork was charred and carbonized 
and In a condition to readily Ignite; 
and thoy have found many schools In 
which no fire drill Is practised and 
where an alarm of Qro would be likely 
to result In disorder, demoraliiaUon 
and probably fatal results."

It is the unonlmmia opinion of the 
<re marshals of the Udltod States, 
baaed upon tho Are reporta, that light- 
ning rods prevent lightning Area. Of 
tho 419 lightning fires reported to thIa 
department during the year 1913. not ! 
one was reported aa having occurred! 
In. a building, properly rodded. • All 
buildings made of atone, wood or brick 
should be protected by soft copplir 
pable conductors. A building con- 
Btructed of metal and with metalllo 
connection with: the earth, carries Ita 
own protection. So also do buUdlnga 
which are provided with metal roofa. 
provided the roof Is properly ground- 
ed, and It Is oven contended by many 
that a metal roof In Itself la a auffl- 
dont protection. Lightning Is entire- 
ly, dependent upon reslatance.' There 
la no question but Jjiat lightning rofis. 
properly sot up and grounded, will 
offer ample proiectlon and will greats 
ly reduce the probability of lightning 
fires. 

Material for Rods. 

Undoubtedly the best material to 
be employed la pure copper cable. 
WUen these conductors are made of 
copper they should bo aoft drawn la 
tho form of either tape or stranded 
cable. A flat woven wire. conductor la 
probably more effective -than solid cop- 
per tape because of Its' greater con- 
ducting surface. 

Wire Fencea. 

Every year many thouBands 
horses and cattle are, klUed' by. getting 
dosp to wire fences during a. thunder 
Btovm. If these fences have no ground 
connecUoa animals furnish the. path 
of least resistance between the fenco 
and the ground. Ground your fcUccii 
every few rods • and prevent much of 
thla great loss. 

Most dealers selling fence wire now 
hondlo an Iron post which can be used 
every six or eight rods In place of the 
ordinary poet, with practically no ad- 
ditional cost, and this post will fur- 
nish the necessary ground.
